The €stimate made by engineers five 
or six years ago placed the cost of 
, -building this approach at $3500. Be- 
' ‘fore;the work. began the. government 
engineer figured the probable coat at 
$2400, whereas Robt. Kaiser thought 
he could do it for $2100. Mr. Kaiser 
was put in charge of the work, -vith 
the ‘result that_he eclipsed his swn 
fondest hopes and actually did the 
work for the amount stated, $1411.20. 

Members of Council were delighted 
with the job. Councillor Reay is 
authority for the statement that 
every man who asked for work cn 
the: job, got it; the whole job was 
done by day work. 

With a view to putting the road in 
the best possible condition for traffic, 
the Council will meet at the bridge 
in a few days to consider the advisa- 
Dility of spending $150 or $200 in 
gravelling parts of the new road. 

Not having received any satisfac- 

tory assurance that the government is 
proceeding with the construction of 
the bridge that had been promised 
for the southern end of the munici- 
pality, the Secretary was instructed 
to press the matter on the attention 
of the Department - - 
- Roger Pearce wrote re. .71 acre of 
Yand .that had been taken for road in 
1908 and for. which .compensation had 
not been paid. Matter will be taken 
up -with the Department. 

cCouncil decided that owing to the 
number of questions arising that re- 
quired legal advice, it Was necessary 
to retain a solicitor. It was decided 
toappointC. G. S. Crosby tillthe end 
of February at a retaining fee of 
$50, and a contract will be entered in- 
to on that basis.

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CITY WILL ACCEPT 
TRANSFER OF TOWN- 
SITE PROPERTY 


Valuable Holdings Will Be Taken In 
Lieu of Accumulated Taxes 


That the C. & BE. Townsite Co. ts 
willing to give the city of Red Deer 
a transfer of all its holdings { the 
city of Red Deer in settlement of the 
taxes that have accumulated against 
the property, was ithe message convey- 
ed to a special meeting of the City 
Council yesterday afternoon: at 5 
o’clock. 

Mayor Collison called at the Office 
of the Company in Winnipeg, and was 
instrumental in securing’ this offer. 
His Worship’s letter -was read to 
Council. He pointed out that the. 
officials of the Company had not lost 
faith in Red Deer, but they are with- 
out means, and the shareholders re- 
fuse to put up any more money for the 
purpose of paying taxes. 

A letter was also read from Osler, 
Hammond & Nanton confirming the 
offer made to the Mayor. 

The accumulated city taxes against 
the Townsite Co. amounted to $54,015, 
and the government taxes to $950.60. 
This year's levy alone is $9,747, being 
about eight per cent, of the total city 
taxation. 

The property includes some of the 
most valuable residential and business 
sites in the city, as well as a big par- 
cel of land on the west side of the 
railway that will make ideal industrial 
sites. For a single block lying north 
of the Central school, the company 
asked the sum of $32,000 from the 
School Board a few years ago. 

The members of Council, backed by 
the opinion of City Solicitor Payne, 
were unanimous that the offer 
should be accepted, and the following 
resolution was moved by Ald. Stone, 
seconded by Ald. Broughton: 

That the City of Red Deer accept 
the offer of the C. & E. Townsite Co. 
to give the city a transfer to all 1ands 
in the city owned by the Company in 
lieu of cash payment. of taxes and 
that the Company be requested to 
issue transfer at once so that the lands 
may be excluded from the assessment 
roll for 1922.

IRISH QUESTION 
IS AT ANOTHER 
CRITIGAL STAGE 


Did Not Know Debate Would. Come 
Until Settlement Was Closer. 


Dublin, October 27.—The constitu- 
tion of the Sinn Fein meeting in con- 
vention was amended to the effect 
that the Sinn Fein hereafter will give 
its undivided allegiance and_ entire 
support to the Dail Kireann, as the 
“duly elected parliament of Ireland.” 
Eamonn De Valera was unanimously 
chosen president, and Harry J. 
Boland, one of the honorary = secre- 
tarfes, 


London, October 27.—The an- 
nouncement of Mr. Lloyd George to- 
day that next!Monday had been allocat- 
ed by the government for a discussion 
in the house of commons on the pefd- 
ing motion of Unionist members, cen- 
suring the government for conducting 
the present Irish negotiations, was 

@taken as bringing the Irish issue to an- 

- other critical stage. The announce- 
ment came as a surprise to the Sinn 
Fein delegates in London, who indi- 
cated tonight they had expected that 
parliament would not be consulted un- 
tilthere was a nearer approach to an 
agreement than hitherto had been 
possible. They have negotiated with 
Mr. Lloyd George, believing him to be 
in a position to strike a binding bar- 
gain, and they expressed apprehension 
over the possibility that the  forth- 
coming debate might enable him to 
modify his proposals. 

TERMS MAY BE LESSENED 

Their view tonight was that noth- 
ing likely to happen in the ‘house of 
commons could better the terms ob- 
tainable by Sinn Fein, but that, on 
the contrary, the debate might easily 
lessen these terms. 

The Sinn Fein delegates appear to 
be suspicious that the premier has 
been faced with trouble in his own 
party and that he thinks a debate in 
the house would be the best way of 
obtaining for himself a certain major- 
ity. Ulster is understood to present 
his chief difficulty, since he has pledg- 
ed himself not to reduce the impor- 
tance of the position of the northern 
parliament. He has been pressed 
from the start by the Sinn Fein dele- 
gates to rip up the Home Rule act 
and re-open the Ulster question. On 
the other hand, Mr. Lloyd George is 
urged by many Unionists, even those 
who approve his recent offer of do- 
minion status to Ireland, to permit 
the northern parliament to function. 
Although opened formally by King 

: George, it still has no real power and. 
lacking funds, it cannot exercise 
most of the powers granted it. Al- 
though it was given large administra- 
tive powers within its area, it still is 
administered from Dublin castle and 
its leaders are constantly denouncing 
officials there, particularly Arthur 
Cote, assistant under-secretary for 
Treland, as allies of Sinn Fein. 

PREMIER RISKS BREAK 

If Mr. Lloyd George assents” to 
facilitating the powers of the north- 
ern parliament, he risks a break in 
the negotiations with Sinn Fein. Yet 
there is a powerful feeling in his own 
party in favor of leaving Ulster what 
she has. Until after Monday's debate 
the conference with Sinn Fein dele- 
gates will continue in more or less 
suspended animation, but both sides 
tonight expressed the view that the 
debate in commons may kill it.

Comparison of Wages Paid Now al 
Before Reduction Made at Arbitration 
Board. 


Ottawa, October 28.—Comparison 
of wages being paid at present andj 
previous to the reduction on the Cana- 
dian National railways, with those 
paid in different cities of Canada as 
well as on the other railways, took 
up most of this afternoon’s session of 
the Canadian National railways arbi- 
tration board. Figures were given by 
both employer and employees’ dele- 
gates to show how C.N.R. men were 
faring in matters of pay. 

F. P. Brady, for the company, cited 
an outstanding case of the oldest en- 
gineer on the Halifax and South- 
western railway, who had been allow- 
ed to choose his own run. In the 
course of a year, with overtime, this 
engineer had managed to take a full 
month's holiday and still collect pay 
checks amounting to $6,000 for run- 
ning his engine over a short line. Mr. 
Brady olaimed that the rules were 
more usatisfactory than the high 
wages which employees had been re- 
ceiving. There were cases, he stated, 
of men getting more money through 
overtime than they made by their full 
day's work. 

A witness from the Canadian Pa- 
cific railway is expected to be on hand 
at tomorrow's sittings of the board to 
give evidence with respect to wages 
paid on that system to employees of 
similar grades to those affected by 
the present arbitration proceedings. 
Today's sittings will, it is expected, 
practically conclude the board’s — pub- 
lie hearings.

TO PROTECT SUBJECTS 


Asks Spaln To Allow a Representative 
To Proceed To Morocco, 


London, October 27.—Great Britain 
has asked Spain to allow a. British 
representative to proceed to Morocco 
to make an independent and impar- 
tial inquiry into allegations of  ill- 
treatment by Spanish offictrs of 
British subjects who Have enlisted in 
the Spanish foreign legion. 2 

This announcement was made in 
the house of commons yesterday by 
Cecil Harmsworth, under secretary 
for foreign affairs, in answer to a 
question by Earl Winterton. The 
latter asked if the government were 
aware of the serious allegations 
made against Spanish military auth- 
orities by British subjects, mostly 
ex-service men, recently enlisted in 
the Spanish foreign legion, who claim 
that conditions of pay and service, 
promised by Spanish consuls here, 
have not been carried out. Earl Win- 
terton asked further if the govern- 
ment were aware that some of the 
British who protested were ill-treated, 
robbed and sent to Gibraltar, and that 
others who actually joined the legion 
had been kicked and beaten by Span- 
ish officers. 

A number of Canadian ex-service 
men are included in the British sub- 
jects who elisted for service in 
Morocco. One vessel that sailed from 
New York during the past summer 
with recruits for the Spanish foreign 
legion carried 33 men who had seen 
service in the Canadian forces, during 
the war.

The following article, brimful of 
good sound common sense, appeared 
last Friday in the Edmonton Bulletin. 
We admit we were slightly startled. 
but we are pleased that at last the 
Bulletin is seeing a small glimmer of 
light on this very important question 
at this time: 

“The lists of farm lands which are 
being put up at tax sales all over this 
Province are convincing evidence as 
to what would happen to the farming 
community of Canada if the tariff 
were abolished and the- tariff Dom- 
inion revenue collected by direct levy. 
By one means or another the Federal 
treasury has to get revenue amount- 
ing to $65 per head per year for every 
man, woman and child in the country. 
That is on the average five times 
the amount the farmer has to pay 
as municipal and school taxes. If 
sO many are finding it difficult to 
keep their farms from being sold 
for school and municipal taxes, it 
is easy to foresee what would happen 
if they were called upon to pay in 
addition a direct Dominion tax even 
three times as large. Direct Dominion 
taxation of land would put probably 
all but a fraction of the farms in 
Canada on the tax sale list for 1923;

THINGS MR. CRERAR 
DID NOT TELL 


(Financial Times) 

While Hon. T. A. Crerar, before an 
audience, at Seaforth, Ont., was de- 
nouncing the protective tariff for hav- 
ing given a value of $137 per share, in 
1920, to the common stock of :Ames- 
HoldenMcCready, which was original- 
ly “pure water,” a representative of a 
bankrupt stock brokerage house was 
defending himself before the Superior 
Court, in Montreal, for having been 
unable to sell that selfsame stock in 
that selfsame year for a clietit who had 
ordered it sold at a considerably low- 
er -price than mentioned by Mr. 
Crerar. 

It is impossible to say what propor- 
tion of the Seaforth audience or of 
the farmers of Canada who from time 
to time hang on the eloquence of ‘Mr. 
Crerar are interested in the exact 
truth of the AmesHolden-McCready 
story. If there be any such, they may 
obtain much more accurate informa- 
tion from the columns of the  news- 
papers which have been reporting the 
case alluded to above before the Su- 
perior Court, this month. 


As these reports may not be readily 
available, we beg to assure Mr. Crer- 
ar‘s audiences that if the leader of the 
Progressive Party has no stronger 
argument against protection than the 
history of the Ames-Holden-McCready 
merger, the tariff might be boosted a 
great deal higher than we would like 
to see it boosted before it would be 
regarded as a factor of any impor- 
tance by a mergermaker. 


The ‘Seaforth audience was _ told 
that the companies entering the Ames- 
Holden-McCready merger had a com- 
bined stock and bond issue of $3,500,- 
000, and that this was increased at 
the formation of the merger to $1,000.- 
000 of bonds, $2,500,000 of preferred 
stock and $3,500,000 of comimon stock, 
which latter was denounced by the 
speaker for being “as pure unadulter- 
ated water as ever flowed down a 
mountain ‘stream, Yet,” said he, “un- 
der a tariff of 30 p.c. on shoes what 
happened? The combine, by taking 
the money out of you and out of me— 
out of every customer in Canada—was 
able to build up assets that in 1920 
made the stock sell at $1387.50 per 
share, whereas in 1913 it was selling 
at $14.50 per share. The figures, I 
hope, serve to show the extent to 
which a highly protective tariff en- 
abled this company to gouge the pub- 
lic.” 

So much for what Mr. Crerar told; 
now for what he did not tell: 


He did not tell that in 1920, the 
very year to which he refers, the 
stock, after selling at $187 per share, 
broke to $10, indicating it was not 
the increased assets which put’ the 
price to $1387 but market manipulation. 

He did not tell that the stock can 
be had today at as low a figure as in 
the year 1913, to which he refers. 

He did not, tell that the holders of 
this stock have never received a 
dividend and that no dividend was 
ever earned. 

Ife did not tell that not even cumu- 
lative preferred stock has paid divi- 
dends regularly, that for the most 
part the dividend on this stock has 
been long in arrears, that it is now 
in arrears upwards of five years, repre: 
senting fully $35 per share due to its 
holders, 

He did not tell that this preferred 
stock, which in 1920 sold at $117 per 
share, fell to $27 before the end of 
the year, that in the present year ‘it 
fell to $15, that it is now quoted at 
somewhere around $33 or actually at 
less than the amount of the dividend 
accumulated and payable on it. 

These are important omissions on 
the part of Mr. Crerar. It is for 
him to tell whether they were omit- 
ted intentionally or through —misin- 
formation. ;

Toronto, Oct. 31.—Announcement 
is made from National Railway head- 
quarters here that the gross earnings 
of the system in September were more 
than sufficient to cover the expenses 
of operation, the margin to the good 
being slightly over half a million 
dollars, or ten times greater than the 
August margin. 

The figures are: 

Gross earnings, $11,500,126.24;

earnings, $504,174.87.

In the provincial election in July, 
the total vote was 175,980, which is 
slightly over 50,000 more than the 
total vote in the provincial election 
in 1917. It must be remembered, how- 
ever, that in 1917 there were no elec- 
tions in 11 ridings where soldiers 
were candidates, and in this election 
there were acclamations in two rid- 
ings only. However, the increase in 
the vote is quite considerable.

Mr. Payne held, and the Judge was 
disposed to agree, that no affirmative 
proof had been submitted that the 
presence of medical attention would 
have saved the boy's life.

The medical evi- 
dence showed that death resulted from 
pneumonia, and that medical aid 
would not have saved him when that 
developed. The death was not trace- 
able to the act of the accused, so far 
as the medical evidence went. If Mr. 
Cogswell was prepared to take the risk 
of his charging against the Crown that 
there wus no evidence to sustain a 
charge of manslaughter, then he would 
send the manslaughter charges to the 
jury. 

Mr. Cogswell said that in view of 
His Lordship’s declaration on_ the 
manslaughter evidence, he would not 
ask that those charges be sent to the 
jury. He admitted the evidence on 
this point was not strong. 

The Judge replied that in the Hom- 
berg case the Supreme Court -of Al- 
berta had ruled that it must be proved 
that death had resulted beyond rea- 
sonable doubt from an act of the ac- 
cused. 

The jury were then recalled and His 
Lordship explained the withdrawal of 
the manslaughter charges. The charge 
to go before them was whether or not 
any neglect of Rainey to provide nec- 
essaries endangered the boy’s life. 

After hearing the address of prison- 
er’s counsel, and the address of the 
counsel for the crown, the case was 
closed 


The Judge’s Charge 


His Lordship thanked the jury for 
the close and careful attention they 
had given the case. They were the 
judges of the’ facts: it was his duty to 
direct them as to the law, and to bring 
before them the salient points of the 
evidence. He believed they realized 
the responsibility resting on them. The 
judge defined a guardian, in fact and 
in law, as one who had the custody 
and care of a child. It was the guard- 
jian’s business to provide necessaries 
for the child, and all the defence wit- 
nesses had admitted that, so they 
would have no difficulty in arriving at 
the ‘duty of a guardian.

The stat- 
ute provided “without lawful excuse” 
which* was not in the charge. 

Judge Tweedie replied that he had 
failed to find any excuse whatever ad- 
vanced in the evidence for the -neg- 
ligence of which the jury had found 
accused guilty. 

Mr. Payne then pointed out that Mr. 
Rainey had* been in custody since 
February 3, and that should be taken 
into account in imposing sentence. 

The Judge had Mr. Rainey stand up 
and asked him his ago, which the 
prisoner gave as 49. The offence of 
which he had been found guilty was a 
serious one, the Judge said.. Any per- 
son taking a child of tender years into 
their custody were bound to give them 
the same treatment as their own child. 
He would inflict the maximum § sen- 
tence ufder the statute for this offence 
as he could not find one single exten- 
uating circumstance for the offense. 
He would sentence the prisoner to 
three years in Prince Alberta peniten- 
tiary at hard labor, to date from Feb- 
ruary 3, 1921. 

Mr. Rainey asked to be allowed to 
say a word. Had he been permitted 
by his counsel to take the stand in his 
own defence, he would not have re- 
ceived such a sentence, he declared. He 
had been more cruelly dealt with since 
coming to Alberta than anything he 
had ever done to any person or animal. 

The Judge had no doubt that pris- 
oner’s counsel.had acted in avhat he 
considered the best interests of his 
client. To the jury the Judge said that 
he belleved they had arrived at the 
only reasonable verdict open to them 
on the evidence. 

The case was closed at noon Thurs- 
day.

The interim report of the plan of 
work committee was submitted by the 
convenor, Mrs. Sidney Houlton, of 
Calgary. The suggestions offered for 
the coming term were those embodied 
in the present report book, with a 
few additions 

1 That each union appoint one of 
its members whose special duty it 
shall be to obtain clippings on tem- 
perance culled from various sources, 
and have same inserted in church 
publications. 

2. That wherever possible an L. T. 
L be organized; and, if not passible, 
each union organize a Band of Mercy 


schools. A special prize of $5 was 
offered by Mrs. Houlton for the best 
essay on “Why show kindness to ani- 
mals.” All competitors: to forward 
their essays to her not later than 
April 7th, 1922. The competition is 
open to all children under 12 years of 
age. 

3. That a wider circulation of W.C. 
T.U. literature be undertaken by each 
union. 

4, That each union at least once 
every year obtain a special speaker 
on the subject of “How to use the 
Franchise.” This is to be followed 
by members of the union giving pap- 
ers and holding mock elections, based 
upon proportional representations at 
an ensuing meeting. 

5. That each union emphasize the 
necessity of using the department of 
Purity and Mothers’ meetings as such 
will be of untold value in the building 
up of a purer and better nation. 

6. That in each union special effort 
be made to organize a “Y’” branch, 
either of teen age girls or older girls 

7. That the members use more tem- 
perance postcards and table napkins 
at their socials and picnics, and all 
unions place rulers and blotters in the 
schools, 


Chicago, October 28.—Railroad 
heads last night decided the nation’s 
carriers would go right ahead with 
their plans to seek new wage cuts 
through railroad labor board hearings 
despite the announcement from the 
unions thet their action in calling off 
the strike scheduled for October 30 had 
been influenced by the board’s§ an-|‘ 
nouncement that pay reductions for 
any class would not be considered un- 
less working conditions {or that class 
had been settled. 

“The calling off of the strike will 
have no effect on the plans announc- 
ed by the carriers October 14 to seek 
immediat@ wage reductions so that 
rates could be reduced,” said Samuel 
Felton, president of the Chicago 
Great Western, and chairman of the 
Association of Western Railroad Ex- 
ecutives. “I don’t know how long, 
under the board’s ruling it will take 
to reach a decisive pay cut petition, 
but these petitions undoubtedly will 
be presented within-a very short time. 
It will be up to the board to decide 
when action should be taken. 

“I want to make it ‘plain, however, 
that we will seek these reductions in 
accordance with the law, posting not- 
ices of cuts, then discussing them 
with the employees and, if no agree- 
ment is reached, appealing to the 
board to settle the dispute.” 

The strike of 600 trainmen of he 
International and Great Northern op- 
erating in Texas, has been called off 
by the general chairman of the road, 
according toa telegram received here 
tonight by W. G. Lee, chief of the 
Brotherhood of Railroad Trainmen. 

The chiefs of the “Big Five” left for 
their homes today and tonight scarce- 
ly an out-of-town union man was in 
the city.

New York, October 29.—New York 
surrendered to Marshal Foch yester- 
day without striking a blow.

GRAIN SHIPPED 


More than fifty per cent. of the 
grain to be shipped out of the prov- 
ince thas already been sent east, ac- 
cording to estimates of local railway 
officials. Although unable to speak 
with great accuracy, they state that 
this figure is somewhat in advance of 
this time last year as the season of 
1921 has in general been two weeks 
in advance of the previous year. 

According to C.P.R. statistics to 
date, there has been shipped from the 
Alberta district which comprises all 


of Alberta and the portion of Sask- 
atchewan from Swift Current north to 
Empress 15,000,000 bushels of wheat 
and 2,000,000 bushels of other grain. 
Of this 200,000 bushels of wheat and 
250,000 bushels of other grains were 
shipped from Calgary division, which 
extends north to Red Deer, east to 
Bassano, south to Okotoks, and west 
to the border. There are at present 
4,000,000 bushels of wheat and 1,000,- 
000 bushels of other grains in grain 
elevators on the C.P.R. in the Alberta 
district, and of this amount 50,000 
bushels of wheat and 95,000 bushels 
of other grains are in Calgary eleva- 
tors. 

On the Canadian National, 1,540 
cars of grain have gone out to date 
from the Calgary division, and there 
is at present in the government ele- 
vators 800,000 bushels of oats and 
150,000 bushels of wheat. The total 
capacity of the elevators is 2,500,000 
bushels. 

Shipments of grain this year have 
been very good in the northern part 
of the province, according to local 
railroad officials, as the crops in that 
part of the province were somewhat 
above average. In the central part, 
however, the shipments have been 
slightly below the average, while in 
the south they have been poor owing 
to unfavorable crop conditions that 
have prevailed there throughout the 
year. — 
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ADVICE TO DE VALERA

(Mail and Empire) 


From the day De Valera was invit- 
ed to discuss the Irish situation with 
Lloyd George we have not doubted 
that the problem would be solved and 
that open and armed rebellion in Ire- 
land was doomed. The exchange of 
letters between the two strengthened 
this conviction, which was clinched 
when De Valera tacitly accepted the 
principle that there could be no con- 
ference unless Ireland recognized the 


sovereignty of King George. One of 
the reasons why we are convinced 
that the British offer of Dominion 


home rule will be accepted by Ireland 
is that public opinion in the United 
States, which for a generation has 
been the backbone of the Trish home 
rule movement, has turned strongly in 
favor of this settlement. Tver since 
the first negotiations were suggested, 
De Valera and Griffith have been re- 
ceiving letters and cables from. the 
United States urging acceptance of 
the British offer. 

These messages. we learn, are in- 
creasingly emphatic now that the real 
discussion is to begin. Except from 
John Devoy and a few others of the 
Fenian ‘battalion of death” not a 
voice is raised in the United States 
for a continuation of the struggle for 
absolute independence. Americans do 
not believe that Ireland needs any 
more freedom than Canada_ enjoys. 
and fully appreciate the necessity of 
Great Britain refusing to erect a new 
foreign power at her very doorstep. 

‘A few days ago Mr. Bryan Kennel- 
ly, of New York, long a staunch sup- 
porter of the Irish cause, returned to 
the United States and gave out an 
interview in which he told of his ad- 
vice to De Valera, with whom he had 
been recently in consultation. He 
said:— 

“Thate to suggest the abandonment 
of the republic aim, ‘but if you cannot 
do better than a dominion form of 
government without further resort to 
arms, let it be a dominion form of 
government. I am convinced, after 
talking with English statesmen, that 
for once, at least, here are no strings 
tied to Lloyd George’s offer and that 
All England is anxious to bring about 
peace and to count the Irish as more 
than friends. Tdoyd George's prono- 
sition is more than Gladstone’ ever 
asked for, and far more than Parnell 
ever dreamed of. If it means that 
Ireland is to be free from 700 years of 
persecution and to enjoy lasting hap- 
niness, then I say, if you cannot get a 
republic, by all means accept the 
dominion proposition. I speak not 
only for myself, but for a number of 
other Americans of Irish descent who 
have always contributed liberally to 
the Trish cause. Some of Ireland’s 
largest financial friends in) America, 
and most ardent well-wishers, feel 
that if the dominion forms of govern- 
ment is not accepted after all efforts 
to obtain a republic are spent, the 
Sinn Fein movement need look for no 
further financial support from them.” 

Another Irish-American, Harry Vol- 
and, on his return to New York last 
week, was given a public reception, in 
the course of which he attackel che 
British offer as insincere, but it was 
noted that throughout his fervid  re- 
marks he did not once declare abso- 
Iutely for an Trish republic. ° It is 
obvious enough that this demand will 
not be pressed because it is recog- 
nized as being impossible of attain- 
ment both in Ireland and in the Unit- 
od States.

Galloway is here in Canada, and his 
wife and two children sent back to 
Scotland. A little common sense and 
humanity on the part of the officials 
at Quebec might have avoided this.

Cutting a piece of bone seven inches 
long from the shin of their patient 
with an electric rotary saw, Detroit 
surgeons last week grafted it on the 
man’s spinal column, which had been 
chiselled out to receive the splint, and 
in 40 minutes from the time he was 
brought into the operating room the 
patient was being carried to his cot 
by orderlies.
